New Orleans, M ay l l . — New Orleans 
withstood the severest rain storm in 
ber history. 
All of the lower half of 
louisiana was affected and thousands 
of people who live behind the already 
terribly strained levees that bold bai k 
the 
Mississippi 
flood 
waters 
wen 
panicky. 
The wind raged from twenty-seven 
miles an hour at New Orleans to forty 
miles 
at Raton Rouge and at many 
points along 
the river it swept 
the 
waves of the swollen stream over the 
levees. 
The 
Mississippi 
river 
here 
was 
banked up by the high winds and rose 
eight inches in two hours, forcing the 
waters over the 
levees 
at 
several 
points 
The 
river 
gauge at the head 
of 
Canal 
street registered 21.9 feet, 
or 
one-tenth of a foot higher than the 
maximum 
stage 
predicted 
by 
the 
weather bureau. 
Dozens of messages poured into the 
office of the United States arm y en­ 
gineers here telling of rumored breaks 
in 
the levees 
above New 
Orleans. 
None of them has been verified, al­ 
though little hope was expressed of 
saving the levee at Raton Rouge and 
at Horgansea, Cott’s Landing, Donald­ 
sonville and Plaquemine the situation 
was declared to be critical. 
Thirty-five thousand sandbags were 
dispatched 
from 
New 
Orleans 
to 
Raton Rouge on a special train. 
The 
situation was declared most serious 
there, with prospects of saving the 
front levee almost hopeless. 


Pours Over Sandbag Topping. 


At New Orleans the water poured 
over the sandbag topping at the foot 
of Esplanade street and a force of 
men were rushed there to stop the 
holes and pile the embankment still 
higher. 
Guards were placed along the entire , 
river front and precautions were taken 
to close every spot where there was 
un overflow. 
The streets of New Orleans wore 
flooded as never in the c ity ’s history. 
In the upper part the water was six 
to seven inches deep on the sidewalks. 
In

Canal 
street 
and 
all 
Intersecting 
streets were flooded over the side- j 
walks and the water entered stores 
on a number of streets. 
There was such a strong current in J 
some of the city’s streets, due to the 
excessive rainfall, that many persons i 
were alarmed and feared there had ' 
been an overflow from the river 
Notwithstanding 
the 
heavy 
rains 
end wind, however, the levees in the 
vicinity of Now Orleans still 
were 1 
holding well after the storm passed. 
City officials reiterated their declara­ 
tion that there was not the slightest 
danger of any serious levee trouble 
here. 
A report reached New roads that the 
west levee of 
the 
Mississippi river 
went out two miles north of the town 
of Morganza. 
Telegraphic and tele­ 
phonic communication is lost to Mor­ 
ganza. 
Few were left in that section 
and it was impossible to verify the 
report. 
Nothing concerning a break 
in that section has reached the office 
of the United States engineers.

ll . — President 
T i;ft took a decided step toward re­ 
vision of the patent laws which have 
remained practically unchanged since 
1870. 
He sent a special message to 
congress asking for legislation to au­ 
thorize him to appoint a commission 
to investigate the patent laws and re­ 
port what changes were necessary to 
make them fit modern conditions. 
The president gave several reasons 
to show the need of a change. 
He re­ 
ferred to tire recent “ patent monopoly” 
decision of the supreme court, through 
w hich users of a certain machine were 
compelled to buy from the company 
which sold the machine a certain kind 
of ink for use with it, and enumerated 
five other reasons which he said de 
manded 
the 
revision of the patent 
law s. 
First, was that large corporations 
bought patents for improvements and 


suppressed their manufacture. 
“ The 
public,” said the message, "never re­ 
ceives the benefits of such inventions 
during the life of the patent." 
The president referred to the patent 
laws of other nations and wrote: 
"It is worthy of careful considera­ 
tion whether or not legislation for 
such needs should he enacted to pre­ 
vent our patent laws from being made 
the basis of unjust monopoly extend­ 
ing beyond the legitimate protection 
to inventors required to promote sci­ 
ence and the useful arts, or the means 
of stifling improvement and the prog 
ress of the arts.” 
The president urged that procedure 
under the patent laws he simplified 
and that the hurdeu of proving the 
invalidity of a patent be placed upon 
him who would infringe upon it. 
In 
conclusion, the president wrote: 
“ Great care should he taken In any 
revision not unduly to interfere with 
vested interests w hich have been prop­ 
erly created under the existing laws, 
or to im pair the efficiency of a system 
from which so much benefit has been 
derived by the country."
